UNO students will not be allowed to vote a second time on 
whether student agency directors shouldrecciveastipend. 

That was one of the key issues decided byt UNO’s 1991-92 
student senate at its first meeting Thursday night, 

In other action during the mecting, a new scnalor escaped 
impeachment, a scnato representative was give permission to 
attend a conference in Orlando, Fla, and a possible student fec 
increase was discussed, 

Byavotcof 18-7, thescnatorstumed downa proposal tohave 
a second vote on a referendum regarding stipends for Student 
Government officers. During the Student Governmentclections 
on Oct, 22. and 23, students voted 405-369 against theatlocation 
of student fees for salaries to Student Government officers. The 
second vote would have been included on the Nov. 20 run-off 
election for student president/regent. 

“T can’t belicve it,” said Terry Forman, manager of UNO's 
student activitics office, about the vote. 

The stipend issue arose after grievances were fited with the 
clection commission following the election. The gricvances 
stated the wording on the stipend referendum was misleading, 
Thestudentagency directorssaid they believed studentsmay not 
have tcalized “Student Government officers” included agency 
directors, 

The discussion preceding the stipend vote was lengthy and 
somewhat heated, 

Sen. Ron Hyde defended the referendum’s wording and said 
the stipend issue was “cally bogus.” 

“We've paid directors and got good ones, and we've not paid 

directors and got good ones,” hie said. 
” Richard Hoover, vice chancellor for Education and Student 
Services, told tic senators while he was not trying to influence 
themoneway oranother, putting thestipend referendum backon 
the ballot might push the senators into’a comer. 

“If 400 earlier voiced no and 200 voted yes in this election, 
which vote would you choose?” he said, 

Despite the votenotto put the stipend referendum backon the 
ballot, the senators agreed to provide a question on the ballot 
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He said the scnate’s vote showed tolerance 
for uncthical practices, 
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asking students if they would be interested in paying student 
agency directors, The scnators said the response wouldnotbean 
official vote, but provide information they could take to UNO 
attomeys for possible: changes in the wording. 

In other senate actions: 

eThescnators voled down impeachment proceedings against 
Sen. Todd Graves, The issuc arose alter a grievance was lodged 
against Graves claiming he gave money to voters during the 
campaign, Graves ran a classified advertisement in the Oct. 22 
Gateway offering “cold, hiard cash” for votes. 

Graves told thescnatorshe passed out 16nickels,atotalof80 
cents, to voters, Ec said at first he didn’t know his action was 
illegal, but immediately stopped after learning it was, 

“wasting togcetexcitementintotheelection,”Gravessaid, 
“Iwashoping people would not take itscriously. It wasanickel. 
It was not enough to change the election.” 

During the debate, at which Graves was not present, Matt 
Schultz, chief administrative officer for Student Government, 
said, “Thonestly belicveif hestays somebody next year will give 
99 cents. Where do we draw the line?” 

Sen. Mike Kennedy defended Graves and said, “I don’t think 
those nickels bought any votes.” 

‘Though the senators voted 14 to 13 against Graves, it wasnot 
the two-thirds majority vote necded to begin impeachment 
proceedings, said student president/regent Chuck Vatgora. 

“Sen. Graves will be staying with us,” he said, 

eThe possibility of an increase in student activity fees was 
discussed. Guy Conway, director of the Student Center, said 
expansion of the building isnecded because of theever-growing 
student enrollment. 


“Right now, the building has 120,000 square feet. We really 


need 170,000 square Feet,” ‘Conway told the saraiors. 


He said the expansion could cost up to $7 million, Since the- 


Student Center is not funded by the state, Conway said student 
activity fees would have to pay a large portion of that cost. An 
increascof$30perstudenteachsemestermightbe needed for the 
project, he said, 

Acommittec of students, faculty and staffis being formed to 
work with an architectural firm on the project, Conway said, 


Expansion plans should be finalized within six months. 

The senators voted 15 to 7 in favor of sending Mark 
Vanevenhoven, directorof Councilof Community and Legisia- 
tive Relations, to attend the National Conference ef Student 
Services in Orlando, Fla, The cost for attending the conference, 
including airfare, hotel lodging and registration, is $793. 

Vanevenhovensaidthe conference will discuss suchissucsas 
the changing role of community colleges in the United States, 
campus security information, how to deal with student apathy 
and more effective parking policies. 

“Ir’saveryexpensiveconference foroncperson,” said Hyde, 
who voted against the tip. 

Sen, Andria Palmesano retained her position as the student 
speaker, Shereceived 15 votes forthe position, while Sen. Christy 
Nealreccived 10votes, Palmeésano hasbeenthespeakersincosuly.

WhilcUNO’sstudentscnatemay havekept 
one of its members by voting not to remove 
Sen. Todd Graves Thursday, it lost another 
member because of it, 

Stephen Srb, who represented the College 
of Aris and Sciences, announced his resigna- 

tion Friday. 

He said the senate’s vote nat to begin im- 
peachment proceedings against Graves was a 
major factor in his decision. 

“There were other factors, but the Graves 
issuc was cnough to push me over the edge,” 
Srb said, 

After the Student Goverament election on 
Oct. 22 and 23, a gricvance was filed with the 
UNO clection commission claiming Graves 
passed outnickelsto voters, according to Elec- 
tion Commissioner Mike McKenna. ~ 

Graves told the senators Thursday his ac- 
tion was meant to pravide excitement to the 
election. He said when he found out it was 
iltcgal, he immediately stopped passing out 
the coins. 

The senators voted 14-13 against Graves, 
but it was not the avo-thirds majority vote 
necded to begin impeachment proceedings, 
said student president/regent Chuck Valgora. 

Srb said he considered filing Q Civil suit 
against Graves, 

Hechaneed hismind whenanattomey said 
no coust would take his case. 


“Anickelwillnotpersuade someone's vote, 
but it was the principal,” ho said. “f think 
corruption has been accepted, and even wel- 
comed, by the senate. I guess I’m outof touch 
with the senate.” 

Former Sen. Mary Reynolds disagreed 
with Srb’s assessment of the senate, © 

“The vote went through our stated process, 
Idon’t think the whole senate is corrupt,” she 


_ Said, 


Reynolds said she will apply for Sib’s po- 
sition. 

Another factor in Srb's resignation was a 
close friend’s negative reaction to his partici- 
pation in politics, Srb said. 

“My friend said being in politics is like 
having yournamcon abathroom wall. I guess 
he thought I was another sleazy politician. I 
asked myself, ‘Is my contribution really worth 
it?” My friend never liked politics,” Srb said, 

Srb became a senate member in mid-Sep- 
tember, he said, 

“became amember on Sept, 17. Iremem- 
ber that date because that night was the first 
new episade of “The Simpsons,” he said. 


Student presidentfregent Chuck Vatgora | 


said he is disappointed by Srb’s resignation. 

“I'm sorry he was upset. His input was 
valuabletothe senate,’ hesaid. “It’steobadto 
sechim go. Nchad potential tobeanimportant 
member of the senate.”

His friends disappeared and so did his fam- 
ily. Only I stayed. I didn’t know how to 
Icavesnotthat! wanted to, but! justcouldn’t, 

He moved into the spare bedroom in my 
apartment, and I began @ two-year ordcal 
whichended inhisdceath. Atfirsti wasafraid 
ofcatching AIDS by drinking from thesame 
glass or cup he used — even after they had 
been washed, Forks, spoons, knives, even 
sitting in the same spot he had sat in on the 
couch frightened me. I knew I was being 
ridiculous. So f educated myself. 

_ Thereisnoproofany ofthe myths Ispoke 
ofaretrue. Datais available on how AIDS is 
contracted. Educational materials are avail- 
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able free of charge. 

For two years I was the primary care 
giver. of a person with AIDS. For two 
years I watched this man suffer with no 
old friends or cven family for support. 
He made new friends at a new church 
andat the University of Nebraska Mcdi- 
cal Center among health care workers. 


He fought the discase with all he had, 
only to die alone, without the people he 


loved the most by his side. 

Fear is one thing, but ignorance is 
entirely different. AIDS is not just a 
“homosexual” disease. Since my friend 
died, [have worked withthe Med Center 
and other groups speaking about AIDS 
care giving. havemetmany people, gay 
and straight, butall wonderful and many 
with the AIDS virus, 

A husband and wife, two beautiful 
heterosexual women, hemophiliacs,and, 
yes, gay and bisexual men. Each with a 
different story, yet cach the same. They 
all experience anger at all of the igno- 
rance and prejudice of family, friends, 
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employees, co-workers, physicians, 
nurses — you name it. But cach time 
a person or family member accepted 
them with love and understanding it 
made me feel good inside, made me 
know there are loving, kind people 
out there. 

I pray daily for those people with 
AIDS. I am happy for the love and 
supporttheyhavethatmy frienddidn’t 
have, But I feel sorry for 
thosewhodon’thave AIDS 
and don’t want to educate 
themselves, for those reli- 
gious groups whoscemnat 
to care that this is a life or 
death matter, forthose par- 
ents who don’t want their children 
“exposed” toinformationabouta“ho- 
mosexual” discase, for those whofcel 
they must point fingers and place 
blame. 

Godbe with them all. And Gad bs 
with Magic and his family through 
this all. Sooner or later the joke may 
boon one of us, 

So don’t laugh, It ain't funny.

“Sometimes you're a little naive aboutit, and you think 
somethinglikethateanneverhappento you,” Johnson said 
as a gentle reminder. 

In New York, thenumber of people wanting AIDS tests 
has doubled. And the nation as a whole may finally have 
realized the truc horror of tie AIDS epidemic. 

For so long, AIDS has been cast as 
a discaso only “bad people,” i.¢., ho- 
mosexuals and intravenous drug users, 
get. Thatblind stupidity hasalsoblinded 
many in the heterosexual community 
to the danger they are in. 

Whoknowshow many thousands of 
lives Magic has saved by prompting 
people to find out about AIDS and to 
take the proper precautions? His con- 
tribution to humanity may never be 
fully appreciated.

He has given us all an example of the right way to live 
our lives,

No one dies of HIV. No onc dics of AIDS. They dic of 
the infections caused by the slow destruction of the body’s 
immune system.

But Magic isstill facing his trials with his characteristic 
warm smile and good nature.
